Appointments to the various committees in Wil- 
mington are done according to law. in a manner that 
Preserves the checks and balances so necessary in 
any democracy, 

The Selectmen appoint some officials, The Town 
Manager appoints some, The powers are fairly 
well distributed, 

In the case of the Finance Committee, the check 
and balance situation has been placed in the hands of 
the outgoing Chairman of the Finance Committee, the 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, andthe Moder- 
ator, Everything considered, this tsa good situation, 
Each of the three persons are to be considered as 
men of mature judgement, with different backgrounds, 
and probably different political backgrounds too, 

It is true that a situation can develop where two 
of the three men can control a situation in which 
appointments are involved, But this is a part of the 
check and balance of town government, When such 
a situation develops the average result will be an 
improvement, everything considered, 

The present chairman of the Finance Committee, 
who is being ‘blamed’, was acting in his rights, and 
possibly may have had good reasons, He was able to 
get the Moderator to agree with him, and that gen- 
tleman only a few weeks ago had a standing ovation 
from the Town Meeting, for his considered actions 
and control, 

None of those men have to explain the reasons 
for their votes, All that 1s necessary is that one of 
them must convince one or the other of the two re- 
maining of the wisdom of his own ideas, 

The present chairman, it can be remarked, had 
a demonstration of these very powers only a few years 
ago. This column believes that the gentleman will 
agree that, in tne long run, everything worked out for 
the best, as far as Wilmington was concerned, 

If anyone, Selectman or Citizen, feels that the 
situation is wrong he has the right to go to the 
Voters and try to have it changed, That is the 


perogative of all, 


But one may seriously doubt if any change over 
the present system of checks and balances could

DELL DRIVE 


Court Rules for 
Board of Health 


The Superior Court, on April 
15th, Justice August C Taviera 
presiding, ruled that the Wilming- 
ton Board of Health did not act 
unreasonably, on February 7th of 
a year ago, when it refused to 
issue sewerage permits for some 
lots of land on Dell Drive, 

Suit had been entered against 
James Durkee, chairman, and the 
member of the Board of Health 
by the Glen-Avenue Realty Corp, 
of Lynn, and had been carried on 
by the Meredith Mortgage Com- 
pany, which had taken over the 
ownership of two lots, numbered 
23 and 24, on Dell Drive. 


The Glen Avenue Realty Corp,, 
which has since been involved in 
bankruptcy proceedings, filed the 
original petition for a writ of 
Mandamus, asking that the Board 
of Health be ordered to grant a 
Sewerage Disposal permit for the 
two lots on Dell Drive, The Mere~ 
dith Mortgage Company subse- 
quently took over the sult, after 
the bankruptcy proceedings, 

Sued were the members of the 
Board of Health, James Durkee, 
chairman; Mrs Marion Boylen and 
Joseph Paglia, and the Director 
of Public Health, Ernest Romano, 

Romano, on Feb, 7, 1968, had 
refused to issue the sewerage 
permits, citing as reason the fail- 
ure of the Glen-Avenue Realty 
Corp to comply with the require~- 
ments of the Massachusetts Sani- 
tary Code, specifically Article 11. 
The soil, he said, was impervious 
to water, 

James Durkee, chairman, and 
Rosenthal ofthe Meridith Mortgage 
Corporation were the two principal 
witnesses on the first day of the 
two day trial, Rosenthal testified 
as the owner of the land, and that 
he could establish that there would 
be sufficient ‘perculation’ on the 
property for propser sewerage, 

Mr, Durkee was on the stand 
for one and one-half hours, with 
exhibits of past tests on the pro- 
perty, dating back to Novembe: 
1953, . 

The principal witnesses on the 
Second day were Don Martinage, 
Civil Engineer, and Ernest Roma- 
no, Director of Health for Wil- 
mington, 

Martinage agreed that the land 
in question was variable, Deep 
test pit percolations had been taken 
and it was Martinage’s view that 
although all tests did not meet the 
requirements ofthe Massachusetts 
code, the overal results gave a 
cross-section of results, and that 
the average met the code require- 
ments. He called this ‘custom- 
ary practice’, 

Martinage also told the Court 
that replacing the present material 
on the two lots with bank-run gravel 
would offset the variances found 
in the previous tests, and that, 
taken generally, the designas pro- 
posed would be an adequate safe- 
guard for any sanitary problems, 

Romano’s views were opposite, 
He told the court that the percola- 
tion tests taken did not comply 
with the requirements, relating to 
ground water and impervious ma- 
terial, He said that the code makes 
no provision for ‘averaging’ of 
Percolation tests, 


The Court found that, although 
Romano had made suggestions to 
Martinage he did not, in fact, 
approve of the tests, and that he 
had made the Board of Health 
aware of his observations and 
opinion, as to the non-compliance 
with the code, 

The Court also held that the lots 
in question, in their present con- 
dition, do not meet the provisions 
of the code, It added that the pro- 
posed remedies may very well 
provide suitable results, but this 
has yet to be seen, It found 
further that the code makes no 
mention of ‘averaging’ but merely 
provides that more than one test 
will be required where soil struc- 
ture varies, 

‘If part of a disposal system is 
over impervious material one 
would expect a system failure - 
either by back-up or overflow, 
The lots in their present status 
are submarginal, The tests taken 
indicated much of the present soil 
would have to be replaced, - and 
this, in fact, 1s provided for in 
the plans’, 

‘based on all the information 
that it had, the Board cannot be 
said to have acted unreasonably 
in its denial of the application,’

INFORMATION ON THE TOWN DUMP 


The Wilmington Town Dump is located in the southerly 
part of the town, off Main Street, and adjacent to the Woburn 
City Line. The land is owned by Mr Clarence Spinazola, 
who is also the contractor, 


The Wilmington Board of Health is the contracting 
agency for the town, and supervises the operation of the dump, 


The contractor is allowed to burn once weekly. Garbage 
is not allowed at the dump and therefore should not be mixed 
in with the rubbish, The contract aiso excludes boulders, 
trees, and wrecked buildings. These, however, will be accep- 
ted on a private contract basis with the owner. 


Wood, and Metal, must be separated from regular 
household rubbish. Dumping out of town rubbish, or waste, 
is strictly forbidden. 


The dump is open Tuesdays through Sundays from 9:00 
AM to4;:00 PM, but is closed on Mondays, and on legal holidays 


Trucks or vehicles used for transporting rubbish should 
be tight, and securely covered with acanvasor other suitabie 
cover to prevent the scattering of rubbish about the streets, 
on on private premises, 


The town does not collect rubbish. It is the responsi- 
bility of the homeowner to make provisions for the collection 


Rubbish may not be used for fill, without the prior 
approval of the Board of Health, .

The ‘Route 62 Hearing’ 


Representatives of five different 
planning boards were present to 
protest the proposed Route 62 
layout, at a meeting at the regional 
headquarters of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works, in 
Arlington, a week ago Thursday, 

‘There were two members of the 
Wilmington Planning Board pre- 
sent, prepared to protest vigor- 
ously over the layout for the route 
The assumption on the part of the 
Wilmington board, and on the part 
of members of other boards too, 
was that Route 62, as it is being 
proposed, waS the principal mat- 
ter to be discussed, 

But the state officials were pre- 
sent to present over-all plans for 
the area, not specific plans for 
Route 62 or any other route, It 
was intended to be a review of 
their studies, to date, 

Also present was a represent- 
ative of the Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority, Donald 
Graham, who was prepared to dis- 
cuss the planning of his people, 
relative to the DPW planning, 


Mr Mistrella of the DPW told 
the Senator that the DPW at this 
time was just establishing a ‘Cor- 
ridor, five miles wide’ through 
which the new Route would go, 
sometime in the future, The next 
step, in the DPW planning Mis- 
trella said, would be in the Boston 
office - of which he had no direct 
knowledge, 

The State D.P.W, officials have 
made similar presentations in past 
months, and will be making more, 
on their plans for Eastern Massa~ 
chusetts, 


Senator DeNormandie 

In addition to the outspoken crit- 
feism of Mrs McKie and Daniel 
Gillis of the Wilmington Planning 
Board, State Senator James De- 
Normandie, of Lincoln, was one 
who spoke strongly against the 
building of a new Route 62, as the 
State DPW was planning it, 

Senator DeNormandie told the 
me that he was speaking of 
the “proposals for Route 62 in 
Bedford, Concord and Lincoln, 

He thought that there was a 
considerable reason for concern, 
“We know this (the hearing) is just 
the first a first step - but if we 
Jet you go very far ~ it scares us

to death!’ 

DeNormandie said tijat the orig- 
inal idea was a ‘re-aligned 62’, and 
what was being presented was not 
this at all - but something that 
would radically alter the towns 
(through which it was to go). 

You say it is necessary! Query, 
If you don’t build it - are we so 
badly off? 

DeNormandie was almost caus- 
tic as he spoke of the route as it 
seemed to be laid out for Concord, 
‘One of our most historic areas!’ 
- ‘Goes right through the heart of 
Wayland!’ - ‘I think this is some- 
thing our towns are going to fight!’ 

A two lane highway, which was 
the original concept, he said, ‘is 
one thing - but this concept of a 
four lane highway from Route 2 
to Route 95 is alarming!’ 

Speaking for the Wilmington 
Planning Board, Danny Gillis told 
the hearing that either of the two 
plans laid out for Wilmington would 
‘split the town in two’, He said 
that Wilmington welcomed plan- 
ning, and had gone along with pre- 
vious state efforts, but now ‘Wil- 
mington will be drawn and quar- 
tered by two roads, Gillis dwelt 
on the difficulties of the Fire 
Department answering calls, be- 
cause of the railroad problem, 
and said it would be more difficult 
yet, with another road cutting the 
town in half, 

Following him was a member of 
the Lincoln Planning Board who 
said ‘You just can’t have traffic 
and roads at grade, and with limited 
access, crossing at grade!’ 


‘Pressures’ 

The DPW position was that they 
had studied for a road that would 
be close to Route 128, but that they 
found this would relieve the traf- 
fic needs only in part, and that they 
had come to the conclusion that 
only a long connected route, some 
distance from 128 would serve the 
needs, 

Robert Adlow of North Reading 
objected that the new route would 
‘split our town two-thirds and one- 
third, and the cost is going to be 
near 1 1/2 billion dollars,’ 

‘Ours includes the cost of the 
right of way, and the re-location 
of homes and businesses - and 
this is not for adjacent roads|, 

Graham, of the MBTA told the 
meeting that ‘We feel that our 
services can best be projected 
within in the confines of Route 128’ 

He later said that because there 
had been an objection from the 
Selectmen of Wilmington, the study 
plan for a terminal at Lowell Street 
in Wilmington had been dropped, 

A member of the Concord Plan- 
ning Board spoke several times

‘You are asking that the densi- 
ty of the towns increa’é - if you
